Though the problem is of gi 
gantic proportions, breaks up hun- 
dreds of thousands of homes, causes 
intense anguish to millions, it is 
not given much thought except 


ten may expect to celebrate his 


50th birthday (and in plenty of 
cases many more). Formerly the 
, 30-year-old diabetic seldom lived 
beyond 36; today he has a life 
expectancy of at least 30 more 
years. And-these added years of — 
life are useful and active, not 
years of invalidism. : 

- Diabetes Mellitus’is a condi- 
tion in which there is. persistent 
impairment_of the rate at which 
the body uses no sugar. Evidence 
that diabetes may be caused by 
disease of the pancreas was ob- 
tained late in the 19th century 
when the pancreas of animals 
“was removed “and ‘the typical 
symptoms of diabetes were pro- 
duced. 

Diabetes in human _ beings 
resembles the disorder in animals 
who have lost their pancreas, . 
and insulin obtained from the 
pancreas of cattle or pigs will 
relieve the symptoms of human 
diabetes. 


The best time to -collect a 
specimen of urine for a sugar 
test is about two hours after a 
heavy breakfast. Today one can 
buy a sugar testing kit in a drug 
store. A tablet added to a few 
drops of urine can tell if there 
is a icion of sugar in the 
urine. If there is, a doctor will 
recheck urine and have a 
suitable blood test made to de- 
termine if diabetes is present. 

The finding of sugar in the 
urine is not, however, positive 
proof of diabetes. One investiga- 
tor found that among 150 per- 
sons rejected for life. insurance 
because of sugar in the_urine, 
only 30 mug had true Dia- 
betes Mellitus, or developed the 
disorder in su ent years. 

The sugar f in the urine 
of diabetics is glucose. Other 

such as pectose, fructose, 
ialadinte, sucrose and maltose 
also can be excreted into the 
urine. And even glucose in the 
urine can occur in states of 
starvation, after severe injuries, 
during severe infectious diseases, 
in hyperthyroidism, sv 
and in diseases of the liver, pitu- 
itary and adrenal glands, and 
in an innocent condition known 
as “rental . diabetes.” 

Excess sugar in the blood and 
sugar in ‘the urine can also occur 
in normal persons after periods 
of acute nervous tension. Physi- 
cians examined the urine of 25 
health members of the Harvard 
football Squad immediately after 
ter a Yale game and found sugar 
in the urine of 12, although 
diabetes. Five of

IN DIABETES, the sugar in 
the. blood reaches abnormally 
high levels; and insulin improves 
_ sugar combustion in the tissues 
‘and lowers the blood sugar to 
\normal levels. ‘ Insulin also re- 
tards the breakdown of proteins 
in the tissue and the formation 
of abnormal acids from fats. 
~ However, there is no_ proof 
that diabetes: in man is .caused 
solely: by a deficiency or disease 
of the pancreas,-or of any other 
hormone-producing glands. That 
is why Diabetés Mellitus is con- .
